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T HOUGHTFUL adults every- 


where are asking the ques- 

tion, “How will this war 
affect American children?” We 
need not be disturbed by what chil- 
dren themselves take from the war. 
They are natural dramatists. If 
they fight sham battles instead of 
playing Indians or bandits, it matters little 
except to the passerby who is caught in the 
direct line of a flying mud- or snow-ball. 
But the effect upon children of a nation- 
wide program designed to shock lethargic 
adults into action is quite another matter. 
Photographs in newspapers and magazines, 
motion picture films, dramatic radio broad- 
casts grow more realistic by the minute in 
this effort to develop among civilians the 
fighting spirit necessary for victory. Unfor- 
tunately children too look and listen. 

There is, of course, need for antidotes. 
These obviously include wholesome radio 
programs for children, motion pictures 
which bring laughter instead of hysteria, 
the reading of books which accent normal 
interests and activities. But only short- 
sighted sentimentalists will try to ignore 
the war itself. Children need to know the 
purpose for which we art fighting—they 
must rejoice at victories—and understand 
why we can not win every battle. 

This is the time to revitalize geography. 
New Guinea, Iceland, and Libya are no 
longer mere places on a map now that 
fathers and brothers of American children 
are there. Science becomes vital instead of 
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abstract as boys and girls discover 
daily that some substitute has re- 
placed a familiar item. Through 
the wartime necessity for thrift, 
conservation, and co-operation, 
children learn those lessons which 
developed the sturdy Americanism 
of our pioneer forefathers. 

Children are not necessarily endangered 
because their world is changing, but their 
adjustment must come through a wise, sane 
educational program and not through the 
impact of harsh shocks. In this stabiliza- 
tion program schools and libraries are 
properly taking the lead, for they are the 
institutions that children know and trust. 

Books, the tools of teachers and libra- 
rians, will aid in the success of this pro- 
gram, or they will cause it to fail. Some 
publishers have had sufficient vision, fore- 
sight and understanding to prepare books 
which are shaped to fit into a constructive 
wartime program. Others have published 
books of little or no merit designed for 
quick sale to a new book-buying public 
which has acquired buying power without 
that discrimination that comes from experi- 
ence in the choice of books. 

Librarians have a tremendous responsi- 
bility for choosing the right books for their 
libraries. They have an even heavier re- 
sponsibility for aiding parents in the selec- 
tions of books for the home library. More 
aggressiveness is needed in informing the 
public that this advisory service is avail- 
able.

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O KNOW Canada at war we should 

first know Canada. This is quite an 

undertaking, for the Dominion is a 
vast land mass between the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans, stretching from the border 
of the United States to the Arctic Circle. 
It has a population of some eleven million 
people—two-thirds English speaking, one- 
third French speaking. Three quarters of 
this population is concentrated in agricul- 
tural and industrial districts within two 
hundred miles of the United States border. 
Many Canadians know their neighbouring 
states as well as they do their neighbouring 
provinces, for there is a long tradition of 
friendly interchange across the border, of 
peoples, commodities, and ideas. A Cana- 
dian living in the United States has recent- 
ly written A Short History of Canada for 
Americans. The author, A. L. Burt, 
describes the slow evolution by which the 
northern colonies on this continent became 
a Dominion within the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. The vast and varied 
Dominion is shown as a _ perspicacious 
journalist sees it living and working to- 
day in The Unknown Country, by Bruce 
Hutchison. 

Canada in September 1939 rose to the 
task of organizing a profundly peaceful 
people for total war. This entailed a rapid 
expansion of army, air force, and navy; 
an accelerated production of foodstuffs and 
metals, long the staples of Canadian econo- 
my. It also required an unprecedented 
development of industry—the conversion 
of existing plants and the erection of new 
facilities for production of weapons, ships, 
vehicles and war equipment. This in turn 
entailed a complete reorientation of social 
life throughout the country. Canada 
Fights, a collection of articles edited by J. 


W. Dafoe, gives a sound general survey of 
Canada at war. The prime minister, Wm. 
L. Mackenzie King, has summarized Can- 
ada’s achievement from September 1939 to 
December 1942 in The Defence of Common 
Liberties, an Address to the Pilgrims of the 
United States. The military, social, eco- 
nomic and industrial aspects of this 
achievement are indicated in the following 
paragraphs. 

Canada is the heart of the British Com- 
monwealth Air Training Plan. The Cana- 
dian navy, which, at the outbreak of war, 
consisted of fifteen ships, now numbers its 
fighting fleet by flotillas. Canada main- 
tains in England an army which is one of 
the most efficiently equipped armoured 
units of the Allied Nations. These devel- 
opments are described by Leslie Roberts 
in the beautifully illustrated Canada’s War 
in the Air. Norman Smith’s pamphlet on 
the British Commonwealth Air Training 
Plan also gives a comprehensive outline of 
this vitally important programme. Ernest 
H. Bartlett in his pamphlet The Royal 
Canadian Navy reviews the work of this 
rapidly expanding service. The Canadian 
army overseas is well depicted by Major 
C. P. Stacey in his articles published in the 
Canadian Geographical Journal. A recent 
publication, Canadian Women in the War 
Effort, outlines the organization of the 
women’s branches of the services. From 
time to time, releases of the Wartime In- 
formation Board deal with the armed 
forces. 

In highly mechanized warfare, education 
is of the utmost importance. Andrew 
Moore, in his article, Nonservice Education 
for the Canadian Armed Forces, describes 
the programme sponsored by the Canadian 
Legion Educational Services, an organiza- 
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tion working closely with army, navy, and 
air force personnel, to bring to the troops 
the opportunity to complete educational 
requirements or to begin new courses of 
study. 

On the “home front” Canada has many 
problems. One is our attitude towards the 
war, which has not been well understood 
outside our borders. We are not by nature 
a demonstrative or communicative nation. 
Morale and Public Opinion in Canada 
describes what Canadians feel about the 
present struggle. This same subject is 
treated from a different point of view in 
“Morale in Canada,” a chapter in the pub- 
lication, Civilian Morale. The complicated 
problem of French Canada’s reaction to the 
war is discussed in French Canadian 
Opinion and the War. 

Material as well as psychological diffi- 
culties must be met. Housing problems are 
critical in war production centres. An ar- 
ticle in the Summer, 1941, issue of the peri- 
odical Public Affairs outlines the pro- 
gramme for defence housing adopted by 
the Dominion government. Newspaper and 
magazine material should be used to sup- 
plement this information. 

The supply of food for civilian consump- 
tion is becoming increasingly limited, as 
vast amounts are allotted to Britain and 
the armed forces. Nutrition Services, a 
branch of the Department of Pensions and 
National Health, has attacked the problem 
of proper food for the civilian population, 
particularly those engaged in war indus- 
try. Two publications of this department 
outline its work, Nutrition in Industry and 
Canadian Nutrition Programme. 

The task of keeping Canada’s people in- 
formed as to the progress of the war has 
been entrusted to the recently reorganized 
Wartime Information Board. It is also the 
duty of this Board to provide factual in- 
formation about Canada in other countries, 
particularly the United States. Branches 
of the Board have lately been established 
in Washington and New York. The publi- 
cations and releases of this Board are the 
official source for information on Canada 
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at war. 

The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
also is active in the field of public informa- 
tion. Its pamphlet CBC War Effort pre- 
sents a comprehensive picture of its work 
in this particular sphere. 

A Committee on Reconstruction and Re- 
establishment has been appointed by the 
Dominion government to prepare plans for 
postwar operations. As yet, this Commit- 
tee has issued no official statement, other 
than its Minutes of Proceedings and Evi- 
dence, but it has been gathering informa- 
tion about Canadian industry, agriculture, 
and finance, which will form the scientific 
basis for the transition from a wartime to 
a peacetime economy. Speeches and arti- 
cles by members of this Committee stress 
the right of employment for all; the neces- 
sity of raising living standards; the devel- 
opment of cultural and community life. 

War and Reconstruction, addresses on 
political, economic, and social issues, deliv- 
ered to the Canadian Institute of Public 
Opinion in August 1942, has just been pub- 
lished. In Reconstruction in Canada, 
members of the staff of the University of 
Toronto discuss various problems con- 
fronting postwar Canada. 

The programme for re-establishing in 
civil life men discharged from the armed 
forces is outlined in Veterans of the Pres- 
ent War, by Brigadier-General H. F. Mc- 
Donald, Chairman of the General Advisory 
Committee on Demobilization and Re- 
habilitation, also appointed by the Domin- 
ion government. 

The place which Canada will occupy in 
the postwar world is discussed by R. O. 
MacFarlane, a member of the staff of the 
University of Manitoba, in his three 
pamphlets published in the series Behind 
the Headlines. Again it is necessary to 
rely on newspaper and periodical ma- 
terial for the most recent developments in 
this field. 

Among Canadian magazines and news- 
papers, the following are of particular val- 
ue for information on current affairs. The 
Canadian Forum presents a liberal, “left 
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wing” point of view. Saturday Night, a 
Toronto weekly, views national matters 
from a somewhat local angle. Public Af- 
fairs, issued by Dalhousie University, deals 
with current problems, without any par- 
ticular political bias. The Canadian Jour- 
nal of Economics and Political Science, a 
quarterly publication of the University of 
Toronto, is a specialized, scholarly periodi- 
cal, with valuable bibliographies of books, 
pamphlets, and articles in its subject field. 
MacLean’s Magazine, issued semimonthly, 
is a popular magazine which includes, to- 
gether with fiction, etc., good material on 
Canada’s civil and military undertakings. 
The Canadian Geographical Journal has 
recently devoted much space to descrip- 
tions of the various branches of the armed 
forces and other aspects of war organiza- 
tion. Among the newspapers, the Winni- 
peg Free Press; the Montreal Gazette; Le 
Jour and Le Devoir, both of Montreal; and 
the Toronto Globe and Mail offer pertinent 
material for clipping files. 

The economic aspects of Canada’s war 
effort are described in two books, Canadian 
War Economics, edited by J. F. Parkinson, 
and Mobilizing Canada’s Resources, by A. 
F. W. Plumptre. Both books analyze the 
problems of adapting a country, which 
hitherto had concentrated chiefly on agri- 
culture and mining, to the sudden demands 
of modern mechanized warfare. Studies in 
the Parkinson book provide basic informa- 
tion on the Dominion’s new and ever ex- 
panding industrial programme, on the 
wartime finance policy, price control, la- 
bour problems, the war’s effect on agricul- 
ture, and the changing standard of living. 
This material can be supplemented by cur- 
rent periodicals, pamphlets and newspa- 
pers. A majority of the articles in Cana- 
dian Business and Industrial Canada con- 
cern the war effort, and the regular bulle- 
tins of the Royal Bank of Canada, Bank of 
Nova Scotia, and Bank of Montreal are 
valuable. A feature of Industrial Canada 
is the inclusion in each issue of an up-to- 
date directory of war organizations. The 
New York Herald Tribune of Sunday, Jan- 
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uary 3, 1943, devoted a special section to 
the Dominion’s war achievement. 

Canada has undertaken a deliberate 
programme against uncontrolled inflation. 
A rigid ceiling on all retail prices was es- 
tablished in December 1941. The ceiling 
applies to services as well as goods. Rentals 
have been pegged for all living quarters 
and business premises; instalment buying 
has been restricted, and commodity move- 
ments are closely checked by adminis- 
trators. Emergency Laws, Orders and 
Regulations of Canada brings together in 
a loose-leaf service all orders and regula- 
tions of general civilian interest. The or- 
ganization in charge of price control and 
commodity rationing, the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board, publishes a quarterly 
summary of its activities and has issued a 
number of booklets. Ivan Wright discusses 
Canada’s policy in one of the essays col- 
lected by Erik T. H. Kjellstrom under the 
title Price Control: The War against 
Inflation. 

With the first war budget, Canadians 
committed themselves to the policy of fi- 
nancing this war on a pay-as-you-go basis 
as far as practicable. Mounting taxation 
has been an inevitable result; huge sums 
have been borrowed from private individ- 
uals and corporations, and there has been 
some credit expansion. A short history of 
Canadian income tax, with a detailed ex- 
planation of the current act, is available 
in the Dominion of Canada War Tax Act. 
The Foreign Exchange Control Board, es- 
tablished in September 1939, has proved a 
powerful factor in conserving capital in 
Canada and in protecting foreign invest- 
ments in the country. A consolidation of 
its regulations is issued periodically. 

Since Dunkirk, Canada has undergone 
the greatest and most rapid industrial de- 
velopment in its history. Hundreds of new 
plants have sprung up across the country: 
practically every type of war material is 
now manufactured. The responsibility for 
this expansion of industry and the proper 
allocation of resources rests upon the Min- 
ister of Munitions and Supply. His de-

partment is a prolific publisher. Daily 
releases of news items for the press, as 
well as the orders of the various control- 
lers, provide a fund of information to li- 
brarians who are sufficiently interested to 
file the mass of material. Special publica- 
tions such as The Industrial Front give 
pertinent facts regarding the production 
of munitions. Ralph P. Bell, Director-Gen- 
eral of Aircraft Production for Canada, has 
outlined the phenomenal growth of the 
aircraft industry in an article in the Cana- 
dian Geographical Journal. The explosives 
and chemical programme, which has had 
a rapid development, may be followed in 
Canadian Chemistry and Process Indus- 
tries. 

The influence of the war on Canadian 
mining has been considerable. Production 
of strategic metals and minerals has been 
increased, and a nation-wide search for 
new deposits is under way. Domestic con- 
sumption has been restricted so that de- 
spite the demands of vast new industries 
there is an exportable surplus of base 
metals for Great Britain and the United 
States. Detailed information on individual 
products is available in government re- 
ports, and the Canadian Mining Journal 
presents annually in its February issue a 
review of the mineral production of Can- 
ada and the provinces. The process evolved 
in the National Research Laboratories for 
the extraction of magnesium from dolo- 
mite is of current interest in view of the 
fact that it is to be used in several plants 
in the United States. The recent discovery 
of molybdenum in Northern Quebec may 
solve one of the most acute industrial 
shortages of the United Nations. The treat- 
ment of tungsten ores and other develop- 
ments in the mining field are discussed in 
current periodicals. 

Results of the war on Canadian agricul- 
ture appear in changing markets for farm 
products, higher selling prices, and an in- 
creasing farm income. Quantities of bacon, 
cheese, eggs and other products go to meet 
Britain’s food requirements. New crops 
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are being cultivated to relieve shortages of 
oils and fats; live stock production meets 
its new high quota for home consumption 
as well as exports to our Allies; all this in 
spite of increasing costs and a serious 
scarcity of labour. The situation as at the 
beginning of 1942 is outlined briefly in 
Canadian Agriculture and the War, a pub- 
lication from the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The Canadian Fisheries Manual, 
1942, stresses Canada’s importance as a 
supplier of fish foods for Britain. 

Foremost among labour problems is that 
of labour supply. The main responsibility 
for administering the government’s man 
power policy rests with the Director of 
National Selective Service. Employment 
control regulations, which went into effect 
in September 1942, appeared in the Labour 
Gazette of that month. To increase the 
supply of skilled labour, the Dominion- 
Provincial War-Emergency Training Pro- 
gram was inaugurated in 1940. Vocational 
schools throughout the country cooperate 
in this scheme, and many courses are given 
in industrial plants. In this connection the 
Department of Labour has issued a series 
of bulletins for employers. 

Conforming with the government’s anti- 
inflationary policy, wartime wages -and 
salaries have been stabilized. At the same 
time provision is made for the payment of 
a cost of living bonus, adjustable with 
changes in the cost of living index. Full 
particulars of these and other measures 
affecting labour in Canada are available in 
the monthly Labour Gazette. 

In concluding this survey of Canada’s 


, wartime organization, it should be noted 


that much of the material is ephemeral in 
nature. Yet in most cases, this is the only 
information available. In order to keep 
abreast of current developments, one must 
subscribe regularly to the publications of 
the various institutions issuing war infor- 
mation. It is hoped that this brief outline 
may indicate to American, as well as to 
Canadian, librarians some of the major 
sources of material on Canada at war.
